ROYAL REPORT, AT LONG ODDS, MAKES NEW 
MARK FOR MILE AND QUARTER. 

Cats Track’s Time for Distance from 2:061 to 2:05 — 
Trance Runs Sparkling: Race in Winning: Handi- 
cap-Fine Weather Tempts Big: Crowd. 



Louisville, Ky., October 10. — Delightful weather 
and the prospect of witnessing the good s|xirt to 
be expected from the well-balanced card ar- 
ranged for today, brought out a surprisingly 
large Monday attendance to Churchill Downs. 
Patrons of the sport were not disappointed 
in the matter 'of witnessing interesting con- 
tests and if tiiey could have picked the winners, 
their satisfaction would have been complete. The 
improved track conditions permitted fast time to 
is- recorded in most of the races. In the closing 
dash Royal Report risiueed the former track reconi 
for a mile and a quarter by one and one-fifth seconds 
when he ran the distance in 2:05. Ilis good showing 
was tlie surprise of the afternoon. In previous starts 
this fall here and at Islington he has lieen a distant 
trailer to the chagrin of numerous backers. He 
showed slartliug improvement today, staying with 
the leaders for the first half mile and. assuming 
command thereafter, increasing liis advantage with 
every stride to win as Jiis rider pleased. Royal Re- 
port was rated highly this spring and worked a 
sensational trial for the Iaitonia Derby, hut went 
amiss shortly afterwards and is probably just round- 
ing to again. 

Most interest centered in the running of the fourth 
race, a handicap in which some shifty sprinters met. 
Trance and Glorio absorbed most of tin* attention 
from the spi-eulatively inclined. Thoqp who favored 
Trance were right, for the fast Wainwriglit filly 
always held her opponents safe and won with con- 
summate ease, but in the case of Glorio they were 
grievously disap|>oiutod. for the one-time crack 
sulked all the way and finished a well-beaten last. 

E. J. Pons landed his first purse hereabouts this 
fall when Jack Denman, showing striking improve- 
ment over recent performances, landed tlie fifth race 
with ease. Incidentally It marked the first success 
scored by Jack Denman since he beratne the property 
of tlie Florida turfman. 

George* J. I»ug added another purse to his credit 
when Exemplar, one of his own breeding, lasted to 
finish in front of the good thing. Sigurd, in the 
o)M*niitg race. Tlie latter was intended as a medium 
for a betting coup and might have won hut for a 
faulty ride. 

Dainty Dame, after frequent attempts, had some 
lnck for a diange and it enabled her to finish a 
hit in advance of IV unions Arvi in the second race. 
The Shaw entry was best, but Howard's timidity at 
the half-mile ground caused him to lose much valu- 
able ground and the irurse. 

Wayne Joplin broke into the winning ranks when 
Ids erratic Klizalietlmn l»eat Starport. Her victory 
was In the main due to T. Koemer’s energetic ride, 
but it also brought him a reprimand from the 
judges for cutting across the others sharply while 
rounding the first turn. 

T. W. Flynn, the Chicago ex-lieutenant of police. 
Is said to have lost heavily by the defeat of l.otta 
Creed in the third race. The filly had lieen prepared 
at Hawthorne. Chicago, and was brought here with 
the making of a killing in view. 

Hugh McCarrcn’s two-year-old. James Me. broke 
down badly during the running of the fifth race and 
probably will is it is* raced again. 

John Ifaclimeister returned today from St. Louis, 
where is* had gone to attend the funeral of his 
brother. 

Jockey Deavenport arrived t inlay from Fort Erie 
and will accept mounts here beginning tomorrow.

Fort Erie Card Will Bring Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciations Schedule to an End. 



Buffalo, N. Y., OctolK*r 10. — Today’s program at 
Fort Erie was made up of a series of selling races 
and. while the fields lacked class, they were evenly 
matched anti in a majority of instances gotal con- 
tests resulted. Favorites anil outsiders divided tlie 
honors, tlie successful choices lieing Anna I.. Daley. 
Lexington Lady and Dr. Barkley. Jockeys .T. Wil- 
son and Goldstein monopolized the riding honors, 
the former piloting three winners and the latter 
two. The liest contest of the afternoon eame with 
the running of the sixth race, in which four of the 
six starters finished in a compact bunch, heads and 
necks separating them at the finish. Dixie Knight 
won the race after a game stretch struggle with 
Hooray and Nethermost. 

Jockey Wilson’s finish on Dr. Barkley was oiip of 
the best furnished by any rider during the meeting. 
Wilson brought I)r. Barkley from last place in the 
stretch, and in the final drive put it ail over Guy 
Garner, who had the mount on Oxer. 

Tlie fifth race was marked by a lot of rough 
riding, half of the field meeting with interference. 
Kokomo was hamstrung in the race as a result of 
being jumped on before they had gone a sixteenth 
and Ills injuries were so severe that his trainer 
ordered him destroyed. 

Rifleman broke down badly during tlie running of 
the sixth race, which probably means that his racing 
days have come to an end. 

The stables owned by A. O. Weston and Grant 
Hugh Browne were shipped to Pimlico tonight. B. 
.*’., Michell. who races under tlie name of the Al- 
berta Stable, lias arranged to send his horses from 
here to California.

These four stables will leave 
Toronto for California simultaneously.
